If one particular exercise Is 
unsuitable, another Is thoroughly so, all pro¬ 
viding interest as well as exercise,. and In¬ 
suring (especially golf) Jong periods beififf 
spent in the open. Hobbles of all aorta 
nullable to the patient's particular fancies 
should be encourage, and the facilities for 
them should bo provided In a good sanator¬ 
ium. Indoor apfoaemento ana occupation 
Bbould hlso he provided, a well-stocked library 
being a sine ,Qua Non in such off institution. 
A certain amount of work, preferably physi¬ 
cal, should form part of the treatment; many 
patients Will do such worx if it la provided 
for them; many will do no work, or anything 
that suggests work. We are of opinion that 
enforced Work la of comparatively UttlO Value 
to the patient. Exercise, whether mental or 
physical, is of little real value unless H fa 
done with a will and with Intelligencer whereas 
forced work, while of some little value to tha 
employer, 18 Of oven foss value to the .worker.

DIdwell had a whU mapped out plan of 
campaign. Ho bought a letter of credit 
from a big London bank, and ohtslnod 
somo of tho bank's fctatlonery. Ho then 
forged somo letters of introduction sup¬ 
posed to have boon signed by tho manager 
of the bank and milled them to various 
banks throughout Europe. Ho also sent 
totters written on the London bank's sta¬ 
tionery to himself In care of these banks. 

He .then proceeded to tho various 
European capitals, asked for his mail at 
the banks to which he had addresaed it. 


needle Street" In the name of ‘'Warren.** 
Another account was opened In the Con¬ 
tinental Bank. False bills of exchange 
for amounts averaging about 120,000 were 
discounted almost daily at the Bank of 
England and put to the Warren account. 
Checks were drawn against t hat a ccount 
and tho procoeds invested liTTGherlcan 
bonds. 

Tho success of the forgers was so great 
that within a few months they bad 
muassed a fortune of (300,000 In bonds be- 
eIdo several thousand dollar* In cash. 
They decided that to continue the game 
indefinitely would be running unnecessary 
risk and a final coup calculated to net 
them some (76,000 was planned. 

It was this coup which proved their un¬ 
doing. Through pure carelessness tho 
clever DIdwell forgot to Insert the date of 
the acceptance of the draft. Of course, 
the bank regarded It as a mare oversight, 
but they had to communicate with the sop* 
posod acceptor in order to have the omis¬ 
sion supplied, and thus the forged char¬ 
acter of the bill was dlsoovered. Very 


“Bldwell' and McDonald had destroyed everything In their lodgings except a piece of blotting paper—and 
this proved their undoing. When tho Scotland Yard detoeltvcs discovered this blotter they were able, by 
holding it up to a mirror, to decipher Austin Bldwell’s New York address and also the impressions of several

” an iota of evidence apparently was left to 
identify them or to characterise the work 
In which they had been engaged. Every 
laffel waa carefully cut out of their clothes 
and other belongings, all papers were 
burned and, of course,' the engranng 
blocks were thoroughly destroyed. 

While the work of destruction wsb going 
on, McDonald wrote a letter to Austin Bid- 
well to New York, whonco he bad fled, and 
he askod George to save a piece of blot¬ 
ting-paper so that he might slot the letter 
when be got through. i 

8oruo days later when the detectives 
from Scotland Yard had so far followed 
the forgers' trail that they came to tbe 
abandoned quarters of Biflwell and Mc¬ 
Donald, they ran aorosB that.piece of blot¬ 
ting-paper. Holding It up to a mirror 
they were able to decipher Austin Bid- 
well's Now York address. This piece ol 
blotting-paper also contained impressions 
of some of the forged signatures them¬ 
selves and proved one of Lhe principal, 
links In the chain of evidence which tbe 
Government was able to, present against 
the forgers. 

AH four were convicted and sent to 
prison. George served some fourteen 
years and worked for five years in an ef¬ 
fort to secure hie brother Austin's re¬ 
lease, wlilob he then succeeded in doing, 
The two brothers went Went Austin died 
poverty-stricken a few years later. George 
delivered a lecture In an effort to raise 
enough money to hury his brother! A few 
weeks later George himself died. 

George Bldwell had cleaned up oyer a 
million dollars in the course of hla com¬ 
paratively short criminal career, hut after 
years of Buffering and prlTation he died a 
pauper. In all the history of crime there 
Dover waa a, better example of the futility 
of a life .of crime than this. 

But tbere ard many others. There was 
. "Stove" Broadwell, referred to so often as 
. “the man with the congh." He was a 
member Of the notorious Wilkes gang of 
forgers. George Wilkes, regarded as tbe 
most expert freehand forger of his time, 
was tho penman of the gang, and Broad- 
well waa pne of the "presenters.'* Every 
gang of forgers consists of a capitalist or 
’ baokor. ah actual forger, known as the 
"peuman” or “scratcher," a middleman, 
who acts as the forger*# representative,

and a “presenter." Th* proceeds are dt- 
vldod In cortain proportions, the presenter 
often getting the lion's share, because It li 
ho wbo takes the greatest risk. 

“Steve" Broadwell la said to hire roll* 
(sod nearly threo^uarters of a million dol¬ 
lars as bis share of the forgeries In which 
he was lmpllcatod. Thore wm hardly a' 
city In tho oountry In whloh he had not 
operated at one time or another* Hi» 
method was unique. 

Here is a typloal case. He walked into 
a Boston bank one rainy afternoon Just be¬ 
fore thp hour for dosing. He presented A 
draft drawn by a Southern bank upon a 
bank In Now York directing tho New York 
bank to pay to James Lane some (3,000. 

Broadwoll waa soaking wet from the 
rain, and as ho handed the draft to the 
paying teller he commenced a flt of cough¬ 
ing which seemed as though it would split 
him apart Tho teller waited until tho 
coughing rain had a momenta respite and 
then explained that ho couldn't cash the 
drart because it was drawn on a Not York 
bank. 

Again the man started blB terrlhle cough 
and the perspiration stood out on his brow. 
When the spell subsided, be banded the 
draft back to the cashier .and insisted In 
a weak voice that the cashier of the 
southern bank, whose signature guaran. 
teeing James Lane's endorsement was on 
-the back of tbe drart, had told him that ho 
could cash the draft aa well at the Boston 
bank as in Naw York. 

"I was on my way to New York to see 
a specialist, he went on, “but I'm afreH 
111 never get any further than this town- 
That’e why I came here." 

The coughing started again, ine teller 
became alarmed. It didn't seem aa if the 
man's racked framo dould much long* 
er resist the terrlflo strain hla coughing 
epells wero subjecting It to. The man 
grew deathly pale and Beemed about to 
collapse. Ono of the officials of the bonk, 
attracted by tho noise of tbe man’i 
paroxysms, appeared on tbe scene Just la 
time Whstoh him u he was falling to the 
, floor. V 

A chair was brought and while the ex¬ 
hausted* man was assisted into tt the 
teller and the other offlclsis dlecuBsed the 
question of cashing the draft he bad pre¬ 
sented. 

The man's terrible condition completely 
disarmed them of suspiolon. as to the &U* 
tbenttetty of the dr&U be bad presented 
' onjl tho only thing which made them hes¬ 
itate was the irregularity of the proceed¬ 
ing. Banka and bank offlolatg are the 
last to move out of tbe regular rut Be* 
posted experiences have taught them that 
safety lies in following precedent 

It seemed that the Boston bank had car¬ 
ried a large deposit of the New York 
bank's fuDds, and could, of course, safely 
have cashed the draft If bo inclined, a fact 
with which Broadwell was, of course, 
familiar. Again the man commenced hid 
deadly cough, and the teller, after con¬ 
sulting with the cashier and fearing that 
further argument with the apparently 
dying man might bring about his death, 
Unally counted out the money and handed 
it to hlui. Broadwell went out Into the 
rain again, worked the same trick at four 
other banka bofore three o’clock that after¬ 
noon and cloanod up Boide eighteen thou¬ 
sand dollars on the day! 

Tbo drafts he used In this way were 
genuine drafts Issued for email amounts In ' 
the regular way and skilfully raised to 
several hundred times their actual amount 
In the case mentioned the original amount 
was $20. Broadwell collected (2,000 on it 

Broadwell died In a Bowery lodging 
houao. Ho had roado fortunes In bis Ume, 
but he died a pauper. The strain he ex¬ 
perienced in executing bis ingenious fraud 
undoubtedly hastened h[s end. He was a 
moat finished actor and would bavb 
adorned the stage. But be chose a life o{ 
crime end he reaped the criminal's inevi¬ 
table reward—misery and poverty. 

George Wilkes himself, wbo at one tlma 
or another worked with most of the big 
forgers of bis time and oleaned up hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars In this coun¬ 
try and in Europe, died penniless In the 
Bellevue Hospital lu New York City. 

The accomplices of tbe actual forgers 
become Involved in the meshes of tho law 
more frequently than the principal* them¬ 
selves. Thus, William Pinkerton has 
pointed out that eight of the aaBocIates of 
Charley Becker, the forger, wore caught 
and sent to prison, and the same fate be- 
foU ten of George Wilkes' associates, five 
of Jack Brush's, six of Jim Bhrrell’s and 
eight of Alonso J. Whiteman's. 

No ono who is at all familiar with the 
careers of the big forgers will ever con¬ 
tend that forgery pays. ,.:On the contrary, 
like every other crime, it.has never brought 
anyone any real happiness. For a few 
years, perhaps. It may enable those who 
pursue It aa a means of livelihood to live 
welt, but In the long run the life of the 
torger Is hill of wretchedness and misery^ 
Forgery does not pay because no crime ‘ 
pay* -• J
